Statement Made to the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs 
Which Had Asked for Polar 
Proofs --- Won’t Honor Peary 
Unless He Submits Proofs. 


Washington, March 7.—Commander 
Peary declined today to submit to 
congress the proofs of his discovery 
of the North Pole. He sent in care of 
Representative Alexander, of New 
York, a statement written in the.third 
person and address@€d to the subcom- 
of the house committee on 
naval affairs, in which he set forth 
his reasons for refusing to send his 
data to the committee. The statement 
follows: 

“Commander Peary and his friends 
say that contracts signed months ago 
with his publishers render it impos- 
sible to make his records and scientific 
data public now. It would not only 
subject Peary to heavy damage—a loss 
which he cannot meet, having just ex- 
tricated himself from débt incurred tn 
connection with his various expedi- 
tions—but it would be breaking faith 
his publishers, which he is un- 
to do under any i  circum-

After hearing statements by Repre- 
sentatives Hobson of Alabama, and 
Moore of Pennsylvania, urging the 
granting of a congressional reward to 
Peary,’ irrespective of the question of 
his proofs, the committee adjourned 
until Wednesday without taking ac- 


tion. 

Of the cmmittee of seven members, 
it is known that there are five op- 
posed to granting recognition to Com- 
mander Peary, unless the proofs of his 
discovery of the polé are submitted to 
congress and made public. 

Both Mr. Hobson and Mr. Moore vig- 
orously urged the committee today to 
honor Commander Peary without fur 
ther quibbling over the proofs. The 
former declared that the granting of 
the rank of rear admiral was none 
too much honor to bestow. He ar- 
gued that the indorsement of Peary’: 
proofs by the National Geographic So- 
ciety was sufficient. 

Representative Macon told the com 
mittee that since he publicly declared 
a few days ago that he would — 
upon seeing Mr. Peary’s proofs a 
was opposed to any “legislation in the 
dark” on the subject, he had received 
letters containing three thousand sig 
naturgé, indorsing his stand.

“A leading reason for his importance 
is that he is the only player who at 
all times has a complete view of the 
entire playing field, and who is in a 
position to anticipate his opponent's 
plays.

He is 
in a position to see wrong plays in the 
field, and must be quick to grasp his 
opportunity.

UF WARD DOCTORS 


Special Committee of Coun- 
cil Will Meet This 


Morning. 


There will be a meeting this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock of the special council 
committee appointed to make a report 
on the proposed change In the system 
of ward physicians. 

At present there is a city physician 
for each of 10 wards, and they are 
paid salaries running from $500 to 
$1,000 a year. 

In his annual address Mayor Maddox 
ecommended that the system . 0be 
changed. In his address he said: 

“I recommend that at the expiration 
of the present terms of the ward phy- 
siclans the system be abolished, and 
in its stead three physicians be elected 
after competitive examination 
positions of health officers, who will be 
paid a fixed salary and be required to 
give all their time to the city, and 
report direct to the board of health. 
I belleve this suggestion to be an ex- 
cellent solution of the problem of car- 
ing for the health of the poor of the 
city. In addition to this duty, these 
health officers could be of good service 
in locating unsanity conditions and 
contagious diseases, which are required 
to be reported to the city, but which 
reports, in very many cases, are not 
made. The old system of ward phy- 
siclans was inaugurated when the city 
was small, and is no longer in vogue 
the larger cities where the neces-

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TO RESTORE WEATHER SERVICE. 


Announcement from Washington that the United States senate yester- 
day adopted Senator Clay's amendment to the agricultural bill, making $490,- 
000 immediately, available for the use.of the,weather bureau in restoring its 
former telegraph service, will.be exceedingly gratifying, especially through- 
out the fruit and agricultural’ belts. : | 

* This means the success of the appropriation so far as the senate is con- 
sed but its value just at this time to the intayests most concerned, will 
depend upon. how speedily the measure can be put through the house of 
representatives. 3 

Of course, the appropriation will not be available until the house has 
passed the bill andit has received the signature of the president. 

In the meantime the most eritical period of the year, so far as the fruit 
growers are coneerned, is at hand right now; the fate of their crops will be 
determined within the next four weeks. 

It -is-to be hoped the measure will be gotten through in time to be of 
some service to these extensive interests; but if not, at least much good will 
have been accomplished in the restoration of the service.for the remaining 
months until the r poy of the fiscal year on June 30. 

‘And: the failuré of this service at the very time it was most needed will, 
doubtless, prove a potent influence with congress in bringing about a suf- 
ficient annual appropriation to meet every emergency in the matter of the 
dissemination of weather information. 

Senator Clay’s efforts in the matter, ably assisted as he has been by 
Senator Bacon, will be generally appreciated. 

It is to be hoped the house of representatives will not hesitate, but will 
put the appropriation through while there is yet time for it to accomplish 
the greatest amount of good. 
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LATE TRAINS IN GEORGIA. 


According to reports made weekly to the railroad 
railroads of the state, there are still numerous passenger trains running any- 
where from thirty minutes to several hours late, discommoding thousands 
of people both in the.matter of actual travel and the aelivery of the mails. 

It has been about a month now that the commission has been receiving 
these weekly reports, showing on one system as high as 140 late trains and 
on two others approximately 125, within a single week. 

Possibly it is correctly reported that some improvement has followed 
agitation of the matter; but it is not apparent from these reports that such 
improvement has been sufficient, or anything like it, to let the situation 
stand where it is. 

The railroad commission, to date, has taken no action other than merely 
calling for the reports, looking to a betterment of the service. 

What does the commission propose to do about it? 

Is it simply going to receive these reports and file them

Or, is it the commission's purpose to make careful study of them, as- 
certain where the service most needs betterment and then take steps to 
make the railroads improve it?

POLITIGAL. 
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PREFERMENT 
NOT WANTED BY BARRETT 


Declaring that “some men can never 
conceive of one’s being in public life 
for an unselfish purpose,” Charles S. 
Barrett, president of the Farmers’ 
Union, has issued a statement formally 
and decisively setting forth that he 
never has been, is not now and never 
expects to be, a candidate for any 
political office, local, state or national. 

Mr. Barrett’s declaration comes as 
an answor to vague rumors that the 
last few weeks have been busily as- 
sociating him with various political 
contests in“this state, and that in their 
persistence have reached a point posi- 
tively embarrassing him in his work 
for the farmers of America. 

During the last fall and winter Mr. 
Barrett has redoubled his activities in 
behalf of the organization of which he 
is the head. notably in connection with 
important legislation now pending in 
Washington. 

As a result, both of hia crusade and 
success with which it is meeting in 
rousing congress, he has been more in 
the public eye recently than at any 
time in his career. This fact has 
given rise to rumors from illy-defined 
sources to the effect that Mr. Barrett 
was nourishing political aspiration. 

No Political Ambitions, 

‘Vagrant rumor has associated my 
present and past activities with per- 
sonal political ambitions,” says Mr. 
Barrett. “I cannot too strongly em- 
phasize that I do not now entertain, 
have never entertained, and never ex- 
pect to entertain, or allow’ anyone else 
to entertain for me for a moment, the 
desire or intention to enter political 


life. 
“Some people can never conceive of 
one’s being in public life for an un- 


selfish purpose, and are inevitably 


bound to look for motives of an ul- 
terior nature. 
Would Injure Usefulness. 

“I wish all my friends and the gen- 
eral public to know that I have al- 
ways viewed my present position as 
president of the Farmers’ Union as 
holding an opportunity for service 
vastly greater than any political office 
in the gift of the people of Georgia, 
or of the nation, for that matter. 

“To abandon work of this character 
and enter upon the uncertain, treach- 
crous and stormy sea of politics would 
be to impair my own usefulness, so 
far as the farming population is con- 
cerned, and that is a contingency I 
will not for one moment contemplate. 

Thanks His Friends. 

“TI genuinely appreciate the kind- 
nesses of many friends who have, at 
times, mantioned my name in a politi- 


cal capacity, even discussed such mat- 
ters in my presence. They, doubtless, 
mean well. But to enter politics would 
be to largely nullify my ability to aid 
thé farmers of this country, and that 
is something I am never going to risk.

OF INDIVIDUALITY OF CHILD 


“*Pay more heed to the individuality 
of the child’ was the cry at Indlanap- 
olisg’ said Professor William Slaton 
yesterday. Professor Slaton had just 
returned from the National Education 
Conference, which was attended by all 
the prominent educators in the United 
States, and feels much benefited from 
his experience. 

It was the purpose of the program 
to insist upon the recognition of the 
individual child, in the moral, intel- 
lectual and physical wants of his life. 
Excessive uniformity of requirement in 
the public schools was condemned as 
violating the most vital laws of na- 
ture and right. It was contended that 
there should be special schools for 
the abnormal child, the incorrigible, 
the average pupil and the extremely 


bright pupil. 

“IT enjoyed my trip-very much,” said, 
Superintendent Slaton. “Over 1,500 su- 
perintendents were there from all the 
leading cities, the small towns and 
many of the villages of the United 
States. I particularly enjoyed the in- 
spection of the schools in Indianoplis. 
They are said to be the best in The 
United States. Certainly they are the 
best within my knowledge. The fea- 
tures that impressed me most were the 


remarkable skill and alertness of their 
teachers, the thorough organization, 


the good salaries they pay in direct 
contrast to a certain well-known city 
of my acquaintance, the employment 
of a number of critic teachers whose 
duties are to supervise the work of 
the normal school student, the em- 
payment of skillful janitors, and the 
statute which authorities the board 
of education to levy a tax not to ex- 
ceed a certain limit for benefit of the 
schools.”

Reports of re- 
vived demand for finished products of 
steel, especially structural material 
used in improvements of manufactur- 
ing plants. and the prospective demand 
from railroads suggested by the sup- 
ply of resources secured by bond is- 
sues, underlay the strength of steel.
